BOMBARDMENT OF TRIPOLI. 


Rome, Oct. 4.—It is officially stated 


today that Vice 
Admiral Faravellt 


sent a message to the government 
stating that the bombardment of 'the 
main batteries at Tripoli commenced 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
continued until sunset. The batteries 
replied 'to the Italian fire without ef- 
fect. 
The admiral intimates that the 


bombardment wilK be resumed today 
in order to completely destroy the bat- 
teries. The greatest 'care was taken

by the Italian gunners to avoid dam- 
aging the buildings ot the town.

"Great care was taken during • the 


bombardment not to damage the city.

All reports that the bombardments 


of Tripoli are causing great destruc- 
tion must be discredited, it is an- 
nounced here, until given official con- 
firmation. The three admirals of the 
blockade have Instructions to avoid 
unnecessary damage and limit their 
action to silencing the Turkish bat- 
teries and forcing the garrison to sur- 
render or evacuate.

heating appliances in a safe and proper 
condition, for 'winter; to examine and 
clean chimneys and 
flues

repaired; to the giving of information 
as to the need of more carefully using 
matches and volatile oils, and to the 


voiding ot carelessness in the burning 


of rubbish. 


I would also suggest on this day 


that the school authorities, both pub- 
lic and parochial, give instructions to 
the children in the schools, so they 
can assist in the general effort to Rive 
continued attention to ttiese dangers, 
so that they will also become fully 
educated as to the necessity of exer- 
cising the care that is being urged.

Poulsen with the aid of Uie stereopti- 
con used In driving home the presenta- 
.tlons of Dr. Garner's theme. That the 
effect -was striking there can be no 
doubt, for the speaker dealt plainly 
with a subject 'that is usually touched 
upon only with reticence.

Garner, "that 'prejudice squints \vHen 
she looks and lies when she speaks.'

dress quoted statistics to show the 
blighting effect upon society of dis- 
eases which (follow a failure to prop- 
erly appreciate arid understand the 
highest type of social hygiene in the 
preservation !oC personal purity, and 
Prof. Paulsen's pictures illustrated the 
methods employed by those who fol- 
low the "white slave" traffic in luring 
young girls Into their power.

holder naturally desires, and above all 
a strip 
of garden, however 
small, 


where his children can play In the 
open air and he himself can enjoy re- 
pose in his leisure hours. 


In many German cities the problem 


has been largely solved, and Dresden. 
Strasburr, Nuremberg, Carlsruhe. Es- 
sen and other towns already have gar- 
Iden settlements where thousands of 
working families live happily and in 
comfort. The solution is not so easy 
in Berlin, owing to the ever rising val- 
ue of land, but it is not considered; to 
be beyond reach, and at least a lialf 
dozen societies are planning and con- 
structing garden 
colonies 
for 
the 


working classes. 


An exhibition arranged by one of 


these societies has just been opened 
and shows such a colony ready 
for 


habitation. It contains two sorts of 
houses, one standing by 
itself, 
the 


other forming one of a row. the rent 
of the former being naturally slightly 
higher than that of the latter. It has 
been found that the houses can be let 
profitably at the rate of less than S2
